Increase Pe Penalty 
On Misuse of 
Telephone Calls 


A new state law which broad- 
ens the definition and increases 
the penalty for misuse of the 
telephone has gone into effect in 
Michigan, David C. Lee, securi- 
ty director for General Tele- 
phone, said today. 

Nuisance and harassment| 
calls, not previously covered by 
state law, are now prohibited as 
well as obscene and threatening 
calls, Lee said. The new law 
provides for a penalty of up to 
six months imprisonment and a 
$500 fine. 

“This statute will help pro- 
vide a more effective deterrent 
to offenses in the area of tele- 
phone misuse,” Lee said. He 
added that Gencral Telephone is 
willing to cooperate and assist 
law enforcement personnel in 
anyway that they can. 

Lee said that the telephone 
company ean assist law enforce- 
meut agencies in apprehending 
jnuisance or obscene callers 
through the use of sophisticated 
equipment which can seize and 
hold the calling line even though 
the calling party may hang up. 

“Until recently, the only legal 
prohibition regarding the vari- 
ous types of nuisance calls was 
the statute concerned with ob- 
scene or threatening telephone 
calls," the utility’s security di- 
rector said. “The Legislature 
has now added harassing, inter- 
fering and false reporting to the 
list.” 

The new nuisance and harass- 
ment call law, listed under Pub- 
lic Act 328, states that a person 
who maliciously uses the tele- 
phone with the intent to terror- 
ize, frighten, intimidate, threat- 
en, harass, molest or annoy any 
other persons or to disturb the 
peace and quiet of any other per- 
son is guilty of a misdemeanor.

PLEASANT — Thirty-one 
secondary school mathematics 
teachers from eight states, in- 
cluding Michigan, began an 
eight-week institute in advanced 
study Monday (June 17) at Cen- 
tral Michigan University.
